The rise of Italy as a naval power has 


It began with the 
construction of the Dnndolo and Duilioiii 
1873-73. For these sbips the Italian au 
thorities accepted the conclusions of the 
English board on designs, butiu their next 
vessels they introduced to the world a new 
type of battle ship, n hich, after thirteen 
years of adverse criticism, is today in most 
respects nearer exemplifying the current 
ideas upon the question of armor than any 
ships laid down for the succeeding ten 
years in any navy. 


The Italians had grasped the fact that 


gun protection must be the chief future 
use of armor; that high speed is a reqni 
site of a battle ship as well as of a cruiser, 
that the heavy guns of the main battery 
need supplementing by medium calibers, 
that the necessary qualifications of a bat- 
tle ship for general service cannot be at- 
tained upon a small displacement. Not- 
withstanding tbe fact that we see the In- 
fluence of foreign minds :n the later de- 
signs Italy has in the main clung to her 
original ideas, expanding or changing 
them, but never giving them up entirely 
Tbe result is that today she has a prac- 
tically homogeneous fleet of ten of the 
most powerful battle ships afloat.—New 
York Herald.

SHOEMAKER JOHN 


FAMOUS BUT 


MACKINTOSH 
NOT RICH.

flow He labored While Producing the 


Beit Hlntory of Scotland That Ha« Yet 
Appeared—Over Twenty Year* on the 
Work—Working; at Bi> Trade A!«o. 


Broivd street, Aberdeen, has several 


claims to distinction. Lord Byron when a 
boy had his home in Broad street, and 
there, too, for a number of years has lived 
John Mackintosh, news agent and author 
of the "History of Civilization in Scot- 
land,"in four big volumes; "Scotland" in 
tbe "Story of the Nations" series, "The 
Valley of the Deveron" and other works- 
one of the most notable personalities that 
the north country has of recent times pro- 
duced. Mackintosh was born in humble 
circumstances; be is in humble circum- 
atancoa etill. IIo hao had a hard struggle 
many a time to earn a living in a very 
humble way, but, surmounting the diffi- 
culties of an imperfect education, and dis- 
playing an industry which no circum- 
stances could weary, has produced what 
has been described as one of tbe most com- 
plete histories of Scotland ever written. A 
representative recently visited Aberdeen 
and had tho privilege of a chat with the 
shoemaker historian. 


"I found Mr. Mackintosh," he writes, 


"busy at work in his little shop. Bound 
the shelves were ranged copies of his fa- 
mous book, while the counter was covered 
with the daily and weekly newspapers. 
We were soon engaged in an interesting 
conversation, and between the visits of 
customers he confided to me many partic- 
ulars of his life and his methods of work. 
His dialect is a broad and pronounced 
Aberdeenshire. 


"John Mackintosh is now 57, but he 


bears his age well. He is a native of the 
parish of Botriphnie, in Banffshire, Scot- 
land has always been fortunate in its par- 
ish schools, and what education Mackin- 
tosh received was obtained at one of them. 
But only a very rudimentary knowledge 
of the three R's must have sufficed in his 
cause, for at the age of 10 he had to turn 
to farm work to obtain a living. The con- 
ditions of agricultural labor are still very 
hard in these northern counties, with 
their uncongenial climate; they were hard- 
er when Mackintosh was a boy, but they 
aided in the development of those stern 
and hardy qualities of character which he 
has since displayed. 


Anxious to better his condition, the fu- 


ture historian, after a few years was ap- 
prenticed to a shoemaker, and, as he grew 
to manhood, worked in the various dis- 
tricts in the counties of Aberdeen, Banff 
and Kincardine. He was always a great 
reader, and perused whatever books he 
could procure. He had an idea that he 
might write a history of his country some 
day, and as opportunities presented them- 
selves he extended the range of his study 
and was constant in his efforts for the ac- 
quirement of knowledge. 


ABOUT MR. MACKIXTOSH. 


"Mr. Mackintosh settled in Aberdeen in 


18C4 and opened a small newsagent's shop, 
first in the Gallowgate and subsequently 
in Broad street. He was now within reach 
of more books than ever before. The splen- 
did library of the university was easy of 
Its treasures. The idea" oFh1s?itte'sa^S?8 
gradually took definite form, and he was 
finally able to carry it to a successful ter- 
mination tinder conditions which would 
have daunted most men, but which only 
made him strive and work the harder. 'On 
my shop counter,' he recently wrote, 
'amid the noise and bustle of these stirring 
streets, the four volumes of my history 
were written and the proof sheets corrected 
and revised, all being done while custom- 
ers were coming in and going out and con- 
stantly interrupting me. 


" 'I had intended,' he said, 'to write a 


history of my country for a long time be- 
fore I commenced the task. I thought at 
first I would tjegin with the Reformation 
period, and thirty years ago I read defi- 
nitely with tLat object in view. I began 
collecting materials for my great work as 
long ago as 1860. The form my book event- 
ually took was decided twenty-four or 
twenty-five years ago. The history begins 
with the earliest traces of man in Scotland, 
end treats of the development and history 
of civilization down to the present time.' 
" 'How long were you engaged on the 


first volume?' 'Along times intact, about 
five years in all. It was published in 1878. 
Thn second volume woa prodtimd vory 
muck more rapidly. It treats mainly of 
the Sixteenth century, and much of the 
information it contains was drawn from 
original records. Some eighteen months 
were occupied in writing it and seeing it 
through the press. It appeared at the end 
of 1879. 


BOW HE WOEKED. 
" 'The Seventeenth century down to the 


extinction of the Jacobite rebellion is dealt 
with in the third volume. I had not pre- 
viously studied this period so carefully, 
and I was engaged on the volume alto- 
gether some three years. It contains an 
outline of European philosophy, which 
took more out of me than all else besides. 
The fourth and last volume was in some 
respects the easiest of all to write. It deals 
with the Eighteenth and Nineteenth cent- 
uries and contains a history of Scottish 
philosophy, a subject cm which I was well 
versed. In fact, for this portion of my 
book I was specially complimented by Pro- 
fessor Veitch, of Glasgow university—no 
mean authority, as you will readily admit.' 
" 'Your work altogether, then, must have 


occupied you many years?' 
" 'From the time I began to write the 


first volume till the last one was published 
"70S about nineteen years. But of course 
[ was engaged studying the general sub- 
ject much longer than that.' 


" 'During what portion of the day was 


most of your work done?' 'In the early 
morning. I always preferred the morning 
untight to the midnightoil. I was usually 
up at 5 o'clock, and at once commenced 
ivork on my manuscript in the shop here. 
Tor several hours at that time of day there 
were few customers, and in the light morn- 
ngs especially I made good progress. From 
March on to October I got through a lot of 
work. 
I generally devoted five days a 


week to literary labor—of course I ha/J al- 
ways to attend to my shop—and I was able 
o complete about eight or nine pages per 
day.' 


" 'You have written another history?' 


Yes; I am the author of "Scotland" in the 
'Story of the Nations" series, but that 
was of course a very much less laborious

How Horse Taste*. 


Piiysically it may be distinguished from 


beef or mutton by its appearance. It ig 
coarser in the grain than beef. In this re- 
spect it resembles bull Iwef more than any 
other. It is darker in color, and looks mor< 
moist than beef. Ic has a peculiar smel 
and a peculiar sweetness of taste. Its 
flavor is generally considered to be hal 
way between tbe flavors of beef and game 
it is something like the flavor of bare. 


One reason why horseflesh is as a rule 


darker in color than beef is that horses 
which are poleaxed, or which have diec 
from injuiy, disease or old age, are noi 
properly bled and dressed by the slaugh 
terer. It is, however, by its fat that horse- 
flesh is most easily distinguished. Tho fat 
of horseflesh is not generally mixed with 
the lean. 


It is yellow in color. It looks more moisi 


than the fat of beef. It soon melts anc 
soon becomes raucicl. Consequently, un- 
less a rapid sale is effected or the fat re 
moved, an advanced price must be charge* 
in order to secure the butcher from loss ol 
unsold ment. 


Lastly, horseflesh can be distinguished 


from beef by its chemical characteristics 
and it is in this way that it may be recog 
nl/.ed when mixed with other substances 
Who can tell, except the chemist, what 
are the component parts of a sausage 
polony or saveloy? Or who can toll bj 
taste what those parts are? We do noi 
judge by taste; we judge by flavor, ant 
the making of flavor—to use Sam Weller'i 
phrase—"It's the seasoning as does it."— 
Nineteenth Century. 


Indian Legend of the Moon. 


Here is a peculiar legend of the Indians, 


as told by the Eev. Mr. Cook, the full 
blooded Sioux, who Is the ministerial rep- 
resentative of the Episcopallaa denomina- 
tion at Pine Ridge agency. The legend 
which was related to the Indian children 
at the agency, was of their forefathers' be- 
lief as to the cause of the disappearance ol 
the moon. He said the belief was thai 
every time the new moon appeared It was 
a signal for all the mice in the country to 
gather themselves together in one spot 
When they assembled they separated in 
four great armies. One army went to the 
north, another to the south, a third to the 
eaat, and a fourth to tha wast. 


These armies of mice traveled until they 


reached the point whore, from the place o 
starting, the heavens seemed to touch the 
earth. Then they climbed up the sky un- 
til they came to the moon, which was by 
this time what wo call full. All of the 
four armies then commenced nibbling al 
Luna, and when they hnd eaten her all up 
the mice would scamper back down the 
heavens to the earth and wait for her to 
show herself again, when the journey and 
nibbling would be repeated by the mice. 
And this is what tho Indians of early days 
believed was the cause of the moon grow- 
ing old and finally disappearing.—Omaha 
Bee. 


A Glove Press. 


There is a simply made appliance for the 


toilet table that finds great favor with the 
few w ho know of it. It consists merely ol 
a couple of boards, carefully lined, with a 
Iienvy weight to set upon them. Neckties, 
l.ices and gloves are smoothed out after 
use and pluced between the boards, so that, 
kept flat by the gee tie pressure, they come 
out looking like new, aud last much longer 
than if just thrown aside in a drawer or 
box. 
AU uiUKuiL >uu uiiktj an ordinary uric*, 


and, having dried it thoroughly, you paste 
brown paper right over it, packing it, as it 
were, neatly in a piece of paper well sat- 
urated with paste. Over this you stitch 
neatly a piece of brightly colored cretonne 
or Indian silk, or, if preferred, a piece ol 
white leather or satin to be afterward 
hand painted. Then handles of strong rib- 
bon are fixed. Two pieces of board of a 
suitable size arc covered with the same 
material as the brick and lined with white 
silk or white muslin. The thing is made 
easily, but is a useful present aud finds a 
ready sale at fancy fairs, and if prettily 
painted may command quite a high price, 
for it is novel and has a real use besides.— 
New York World. 


Blood Poisoning from Files. 


A most remarkable case is that of 


fisherman living on the Illinois river, in 
Calhoun county. It was in th*e fall of 
1888, when, in consequence of the low 
water and other unknown causes, a great 
many flsh perished.

Remarkable Home In Athen* 


Classical Greek Was the Laii 
I har» visited many royal palaces, but 


: Dr. Henry Schliemann's homo in Athens 
! surpassed them all in the beauty of its ap- 


pointments and the loveliness of its «nV 
bcllishments. It is situated In the midst 
of a large garden, where insumraer statues 
of Grecian gods and goddesses gleam 
through foliage of tropical richness. But 
my visit was In midwinter, and the streets 
of the city were fairly covered with snow. 
Tho tinkling of »Mgh bells seemed more 
in harmony with the scene than the soft 
notes of Apollo's lute. 


Dr. Schliemann's marble, palace is on 


one of the most fashionable streets of 
Athens, and as I walkad through the 
streets leading to it I saw no Greek girls 
who recalled Byron's "Maid of Athens " 
nor any Athenian women who resembled 
those proud dames of ancient times whose 
dark hair was adorned with the golden 
grasshopper as an announcement that they 
had "sprung from the soil." 


As I approached Dr. Schliemann's I waa 


struck by the life size marble statues of 
Grecian poets, philosophers and heroes 
that embellished the roof of the stately 
pile. 1 he door of the palace waa opened 
by a tall footman, who spoke French with 
a strong accent. Handing him my card I 
was invited to enter the library, which, 
with the exceotion at th« Vatican librarv 
is the most beautiful I have ever seen

The walls of the stately apartment wer« 


hung with exquisite pictures representina 
classical subjects, and the corners were 
adorned with graceful statues. The dark 
bookcases were crowned by marble bust« 
of Grecian poets and philosophers. The 
library was rich in classical literature, in 
which Greek, of course, predominated, foi 
Ur. bcbhemann was an enthusiast about 
ancient Greece-the language of Plato and 
Alci biades being the language of h is house. 
He made his butler take the classical nams

ago, shortly after the terrible accident which 
happened on the Canulen and Amboy Kail- 
road, about a mile above Burlington, N. J., 
which was caused by Doctor Ilanigan attempt- 
ing to drive his horses over the railroad in 
the rear of a passenger train backing on a 
siding to let a through train pass. Many 
passengers were killed and wounded, and a 
general smash up of cars by backing into eaoh 
other. The Doctor's horses were killed, but 
he and his family escaped with a few bruises. 
There was great excitement in the communi- 
ty for many weeks, and the Doctor was 
severely censured for his rash act in altempt- 
iig to cross the track while the oar was back- 
ing, when he could not be seen by tie en- 
gineer. There was much speculation as to 
what eflcct such accidents would have on 
railroad travel. It was contonde'd that so 
far as regarded passenger conveyance, the 
railroads would bo abandoned, nnd there 
would be a return to the old stage coach an 
steam navigation ; that the loss of life wa 
so great on the railroads, people would b 
afraid to travel in the cars; thst railroad 
would only be used for carrying freigh 
Others thought such accidents had but lilt 
effect on ihe traveling public, they were soo 
forgotten ; that the rapid transit, an easy an 
pleasant mode of traveling by rail, woul 
never be superceded; that the lu.s of lif 
resulting from traveling by water or stag 
was ten per cent, grcaler lhan by railroads 
and the day had passed for the return of til 
old lumbersome stage coach. 
If our ol 


friend who was living at Ihe time of Ihe ac 
cidcnt referred to, and who gave his opinion 
thai travel by railroads would be abandoned 
should pay us a visit, what would be his sur 
pris» to learn that since his day railroad: 
have increased from less than 800 miles ti 
ovor 100,000 miii-a. in iue days or travc_ 
by stage it took 60 hours to make the trip 
from Philadelphia to Pittsburgh, as he and : 
knew by sad experience. It can now be 
made by rail in 10 hours with comfort anc 
case. People living to-day cannot imagine 
the dangers and difficulties attending a jour- 
ney in the old stage coaches. 


For the purpose of giving your readers an 


idea of old-time stage travel, I copy from an 
old magazine an account of a journey made 
by a traveler before the days railroads were 
completed to the far West. 


He says: I paid my fare, had my name 


entered on the stage bill, took my seat inside, 
stage packed full' of passengers—three fat, 
lussy old men, a young mother and sick 
child, a cross old maid, a poll parrot, a bag 
of red herring, a double barrel gun, (pas- 
sengers wondering if it is loaded), a snarling 
lap dog. Fell asleep and awakened with 
cramp in one leg and the other in a ladies' 
band box ; pay the damage, (five shillings 
for gallantry's sake.) 
Getting out at half- 


way house in the dark ; in the Lurry make 
a mistake and step into the return coach, 
find the next morning myself at the same 
spot I had started from the night before. 
Not a breath of air in coach, an asthmatic 
old man, a child with measles, windows clos-

RESCUE FKOM THE SIOUX 


On tho M <l»y ot Mny, 18G7, a pioneer on 


th» Solomon river, Kansas, limn] tho re- 
port* of rifli M to the west of him just as bo 
bid flnlxht-il broukfnst. Ilia name was 
Cherry, and bin family consisted of a wife 
•nil two lio> H. Only ono of the boys was at 
home at tli'i time. Ho wax a lad of 12, 
camrd John 
Tho ImlmiiN hud been mirly 


AHQ menacing all winUtr, and nvery white 
man knew tlint itn tiutbrnak WAB likely to 
occur In Dm spring. Hcliuving that tlio 
blow WIIH about to full Cherry clu.scd ,'intl 
barrlcfttletl thn doom, nnd maUo rciuly to 
bold out as I'Hifz a* po.ssiljlo. 


Two hour', passed (fuictly, and then tlio 


•filler argm-d that the firing muxt have 
come from :i party of hunters. In order 
to wttixfy liiiniMilf on thU point ho slipped 
out of tho buck door into tho brush, in- 
tending to i;o up the river to tho other 
cabin. He Imd K<>nn only a quarter of n 
mile when live liKliutifi flretl on him f rum 
an arnbiisli 
Every bullet, tat they after- 


ward rvlnti-il, inflicted a mortal wound. 
Cherry fell I a the earth, but as they rtiHhod 
forward to scalp him he killul the fore- 
most mitu with a shot, and then drawing 
hi« knife, In attacked the othorn and cut 
two of them bndly before ho fell down and 
died. 


The nports of Ilia rifles warned Mrs. 


Cherry of w hat hail lmpi>emnl to her hus- 
band. He bad tnken the rifle, while she 
hadafthotpin nnd Johnny bad a single 
barreled pis,ol. They <lid not have lon« 
to wait. A bund of nine warriors came 
toward the front of tho house waving a 
white shirt tut u flue of truce, nnd when 
within tun feet of tho door tho leader 
called to thn occupants of the hoiiar: 


"Weno hurt you if you open doorl" 
"If you try to get in wo shall shoot 1" re- 


plied Mrs. < herry. 


The Indians laughed In derision, and 


four or five stepped forward to burst in 
the door. .Mrs. Cherry nnd Johnnie quiet- 
ly retreated to the back door, hoping to 
get clear of tho house, but as they opened 
It two warriors were found there on guard. 
Mother anil ion fired tr.at'ther nutl tite two 
men fell, but be-fore the fugitives hud run 
n hundred junto they were overtaken. The 
llrht iinptil-.il of the Indians was to toma- 
hawk them, but after n wrangle lasting 
two or three minutes the lives of the pris- 
oners were spared. They were tnken back 
to the hoiisi', their arms tied behind their 
backs, nnd then, conducted by two war- 
riors, they set off for tho west. The In- 
dians thry Imd llrud on at the door were 
both dead In-fore tho party started. This 
made three warriors killed anil two wound- 
ed by the Churry family. 


Mrs. Cherry nnd Johnnie were taken to 


the other settler's, whose nainu was llob- 
lUHon. He h id been shot down in his door, 
and his wil'o and sitter were prisoners. 
The house Imd been ransacked nnd set 
afire, and one of the Indians hud Kobin- 
•OU'M scalp nt his girdle. The prisoners, 
who now numbered fourand were guarded 
by only two men. were conducted along a 
•mail creek which emptied into the Sol- 
omon, and nfter marching about seven 
miles were halted in a grove. Tho guards 
offered them no violence, and they were al- 
lowed to talk with each other as they 
walked alon^. The two liobinsott women 
were completely overcome, but Mrs. Cherry 
and Johntiit! were full of courage aud de- 
termined to escape if possible. 


The grove had been named as a rendez- 


vous, and tliii four prisoners were the first 
to reach it. One of the guards hud an old 
wound in tin- side,anil about nn hour after 
reaching the grove he pulled off his shirt 
to dress it. Mrs. Cherry's arms were so 
•ecurely boi i nd that she could not release 
them. Thfv had been more careless in the 
case of the buy. As tho two Indians wore 
employed with the wound the lad worked 
his arms lome, nnd with an encouraging 
nod from Im mother he made a rush for 
the rifles. 
With one of them ho shot tho 


wounded Indian dead. Tho other was 
wrested from him before be could fire, but 
he turned nnd ran and got ohjar away, 
dodging the bullet seat after him, and the 
•urriving Indian did not dare to pursue 
him for fear the women would get away. 
Thin brought the dead up to four. What 
happened to the lad after his escape no one 
will ever know, an no trace of him was 
ever discovered. I myself was employed 
for nearly six months searching for him 
after pea«e came, but nothing came of it. 
He was not killed as he wandered about, 
neither wax he retaken. I believe he per- 
ished on the plains from exhaustion. 


The remaining ludinn sat with his rifle 


•cross his knees nnd guarded the women 
uutil a band of seven or tMicbt of his com- 
panions came up. They had as prisoners 
two children belonging to a family named 
Hnscall, » v, oumn named IX-ering and • 
boy 10 years old named Lawton. This, boy 
had been living with an uncle named 
Thomas, anil both his aunt and uncle had 
beeo killed. In the raid on the settleva quite 
a number of Indians had been killed and 
many wounded. Bnt for the. efforts, of the 
subchiefs all the prisoners would hare 
been tomahawked. About 3 o'clock In the 
•fternoolW he party left UM grove and 
headed to the northwest All the lashings 
were cast off to enable the prisoners to 
«cve faster, and. in the confusion'of start- 
ing Mrs. Cherry managed to pick up and 
secrete * bunting knife which had bo- 
Icutged to t he Indian her boy shot. After 
traveling four hours the Indians made a 
camp without fire, food or water. Here 
one of the Indians attempted to outrage 
Mrs. Cherry, and she gave him such a blow 
•cross the throat with the keen edged 
knife that his head wax almost severed 
from his body. She was disarmed and 
tied hand and foot, and the Indians prom- 
ised that the should be tortured for three 
whole days lefore death came to her relief. 


I must now continue the story from* 


different experience. Twojur nays *rw» 
the party <>f prisoners had disappeared into, 
the Indian country I was engaged by the- 
father of the Lawton boy and by a brother 
of Mrs. Cherry to make an effort to find 
and rescue t hem. 
The northern and west- 


ern parts of Kansas were then tn the hands 
of the host i 1 es, many of the forte and posts. 
besieged, ai <1 there were no railroads to 
transport troops. Indeed, the lethargy of 
the government in re-enforcing the troops 
occupying <-tations greatly encouraged the 
Indians ami prolonged the war. 


When I i-nt loose from the frontier I had 


•s • comrade, a scout and Indian fighter 
named Reid. W» wero mounted on fine 
and speedy moles, had Winchester rifles 
and revolvers, and the pair ot us were put 
np against four or five large tribes ot In- 
dians. Scores of prisoners had been car- 
ried off along the entire frontier, and to 
look for any particular one seemed » hope- 
less task. We knew, however, that the 
two w* wanted had made tbelr start from 
the grove on Mink creek, and we decided 
to make that onr point of departure. It 
was then forty miles from the nearest mili- 
tary post, bat we reached i* without acci- 
dent. We had act yet unsaddled our hone* 
«rben Tom made »dteoovery that furnished 
U with* clew. He picked np an Indian 
tobacco pouch which had belonged to a 
ffaw. 
tZftottlsji^we did not know

Wbelfier Hie pah we were after liad been 
captured by the Sioux or Chcyennes. This 
gave us a bicntnrt in the right direction. 
Although the two tribes had joined hand* 
for tho wnr, their territory (till remained 
the game, and their villages had not been 
moved. Womuit bear more to the west 
and search among the Sioux. 


It must not lw imagined that we went 


riding boldly around the country on our 
errand. There were days and days that 
we lay in hiding 
If we moved at all it 


was by night, uid then only short dis- 
tances. Tho PO mtry swarmed with red- 
eklnn, ami there was never an hour that 
we were not in (lunger. We were gradual- 
ly working toward the villages on the 
Smoky Hill ford and its territories, and 
our game was to piny hide and seek. Aa 
both of us under itood I ho Sioux dialect, wo 
picked up bitH ol information let fall now 
and then by parties passing our hiding 
places, and such were our precautions that 
we worked our way over seventy miles 
into the Indian Country without leaving a 
trail anywhere. 


We had one close call as we: ncflred tho 


villages. 
Wo had advanced about five 


miles during the night over ground so hard 
as to leave no ti ail, and were lying op for 
the day in a dry ravine. About 0 in the 
morning, as I wan on watch, I espied a 
couple of Indians to the east. They had I wen 
sent from some war party with a message 
to one of the village*. They were riding 
at a gallop when I first saw them, but of a 
midden they hulled, held a council, and 
both rode into the ravine about eighty rods 
above our position. Thry could not have 
seen our trail, nor hail they reason to sus- 
pect our presence, and I never could fathom 
their action. They were coming right down 
upon us, and I hud Tom awake in a jiffy. 
Just almve us w as a sharp bend, and here 
we took onr stations, revolvers in hand. 
The ponies of tho Indians came scrambling 
along the rauffb path, one closely follow- 
ing the other, and the first i icier never 
knew what hit him. The second saw us, 
but was dead five seconds after, nnd we at 
once secured ttu> ponies. Wo were a bit 
anxious for the next hour, fearing that the 
reports of tho revolvers might have reached 
the cars of Indians riding about; but no 
one appeared, and the day wore away with- 
out the slightest alarm. This was tho 
fourteenth <lay of onr advance, and the 
thirty-fourth day of Mrs. Cherry's capture. 
Let us now retu rn to her. 


The prisoners were marched across the 


country to tho villages on tho Smoky Hill 
fork. Tho first idea was to put them all 
to the torture, but the chiefs finally de- 
cided to hold them for a while and see how 
events would shape. Two sons of promi- 
nent chiefs and a great medicine man had 
been captured by the whites, and it might 
be that they would have to be ransomed 
by giving up pi isoncrs. Mrs. Cherry and 
the Lnwton boy were kept in one village, 
while all othern captured with them were 
sent to another. They were made to narry 
wood and water, live on tho fowl thrown 
to the clogs, and every hour in the day 
were told of the fate in store for them. 
Both were beaten by Indian women and 
boyfi, but they did not feel thuir liven in 
peril, They slept in a tepee with an In- 
dian boy about 18 years of age and an old 
hag of a squaw. 


On the afternoon of the day we killed 


the two Indians iu the ravine Mrs. Cherry 
secreted a tomahawk under thedried grass 
composing her bed. It belonged to the In- 
dian boy, but lie did not miss it. 
She 


heard them talking that day about mov- 
ing camp, but nothing was done because 
no orders came. At midnight, when every- 
thing was quiet, Mrs. Cherry crept over to 
the Indian boy and sunk the blade of the 
tomahawk in his skull. 
He raised his 


arms, but made no outcry, and was dead 
in two or three minutes. She disposed of 
the old woman iu the same way, and then 
waking up young Lawton she took him by 
the hand and walked out of tho village. 


At 1 o'clock m the morning, as I was 


scouting on foot to locate the village and 
was within a mile of it, I met Mrs. Cherry 
and the boy. She had the Indian boy's 
bow and quiver, and Lawton carried the 
liloort stained tomahawk. We pushed back 
to the ravine ii» fast as we could go, and 
after reaching it we lost no time in mount- 
ing and heading to the south. \Ve wero 
not followed from the camp, us an order 
reached it at daylight to move to a distant 
point, and we dodged the war parties until 
another two hours would have carried us 
Into a post. We were then suddenly con- 
fronted by a band of thirty warriors, bnt 
after a race of tvs-o miles we beat them in 
securing, possession of a grove, and for 
three hours we held them at bay. Troops 
from the post tlien came to our rescue. 
1 had been hit In tho arm, Tom iu the 
shoulder, Mrs. Cherry in the cheek and 
the boy lost two fingers by a bullet. We 
bod killed three warriors, wounded two 
or three more and knocked over four 
ponies. 
The Indians were scared away 


from tho post very soon. What they did 
with the captives among them wo never 
learned.—New York Sun. 


Weight of tlio Moon*

CATCHING TURTLES. 


THEY VISIT THP. FLORIDA COAST 


AND BECOME CAPTIVES. 


Sometttlvg About tb* Five Varieties 


Found There—Peculiarities of Their 
Food—Moit of Them Are Caught for the 
New York Marketi—Kept In "Crawls." 


There are five species of turtle that in- 


habit the warm waters adjacent to the 
wast of Florida. Of these the green turtle 
Is the mast highly prized for the superior 
quality of Its meat. This is of » straight 
grain and tender, light in color, and of a 
peculiarly delicious flavor. In the Key 
West markets it brings a higher price than 
any other turtle meat. The green turtle 
derives its name from its color. Its head 
is remarkably small, and, unlike any other 
turtle, its jaws are of a size and shape that 
permit the upper one to fit into the lower. 
The shell of the green turtle is about the 
thickness of stiff paper and is of no value. 


The general average weight Is from 400 


to SCO pounds. Sometimes on the fishing 
grounds off Cedar Keys monsters of 1,000 
ponndn weight are caught. The largest 
ever landed at Cedar Keys weighed 1,200 
pounds. Th* green turtle inhabits grassy 
bottoms and subsists entirely on turtle 
grass. It to obliged to come to the surface 
every hour to breathe or "blow." 


Tb* hawk's bill turtle derives its name 


frosa the shape of its bill, which resembles 
that of a hawk. This variety gives to the 
world the material out of which are made 
the beautiful tortoise shell combs and 
other ornaments so dear to the feminine 
heart. The shell, which brings from M to 
16 per pound, according to its quality and 
the demand for it, completely covers the 
tonic's back, and is invariably arranged 
in thirteen rows. This remarkable uni- 
formity in the number of rows regardless 
of the turtle's nge is observed in all the 
varieties of the reptile. 


The hawk's-bill does not attain the size 


of other species, rarely exceeding 290 
pounds in weight. Its meat is palatable 
and wholesome, but of a darker color than 
that of the other varieties. It is usually 
found on rocky bottoms and subsists on 
sponge and grass. The hawk's-bill re- 
mains under water longer than any other 
turtle; it comes to the surface to "blow" 
only once in six hours, either the last of 
the flood or the beginning of the ebb. 


VAHIOU8 KINDS OF TURTLES. 


The loggerhead ranks next to the hawk's- 


bill in point of value. It attains about the 
same size, although specimens weighing 
300 pounds have been caught. Its meat is 
of about the same quality, bnt its shell 
drops in value to twelve or fifteen cents a 
pound. The shell is used for making cheap 
combs and buttons. This species of turtle 
Inhabits rocky bottoms and subsists on 
sponge, grass and conch shells. Its laws, 


au<1 teetti are of aucu rVmarnauI 
that it is enabled to and does indulge in the 
delightful delicacy of the hardest and 
strongest conch shells. The loggerhead hi 
frequently seen on tho surface of the wa- 
ter, when it comes up to blow, which it 
dons every half hour, holding in its jaws a 
conch weighing live or six pounds. 


The bastard turtle is the offspring of the 


green and loggerhead turtles. It is the 
smallest of all, rarely attaining a weight of 
over 100 or 150 pounds. The flesh is edible, 
but not no highly prized for food as the 
other varieties already mentioned. 
The 


trunkbock turtle is the largest of all, fre- 
quently reaching a weight of 1,500 pounds. 


Turtles are simply summer visitors, mi- 


grating to our shores about the early part 
of May and leaving them for deeper water 
and warmer clirnes about the latter part of 
December. A few "tramps," as they arc 
termed, are, however, occasionally caught 
during the winter months. Turtles have 
sometimes been encountered hundreds of 
miles from laud, traveling in schools of 
several thousand. 


There are four methods-employed on the 


American coast for the capture of turtles. 
Ip the waters of North Carolina they are 
caught by diving in the following manner: 
The turtle fisherman ties the painter of 
his boat to his leg aud rows leisurely 
along until one is seen. He approaches it 
and diveci upon it from the boat, and, seiz- 
ing the anterior edge of the carapace with 
one band and the posterior edge with the 
other, *.c turns tho head of the turtle up- 
ward, when the reptile immediately rises 
to the surface, bringing the fisherman with 
it. 
if the water is deep, the fisherman 


steers the turtle toward a shoaler spot, 
keeping hold of it with one hand and with 
the other pulling the boat after him. 
When a suitable place is reached he hoists 
the turtle into the boat. 


MKTUOUS OF CAPTUKK. 


Another method is to strike the turtle 


with a linear, or "gauge," having a long 
line attached, but this method has been 
very generally abandoned, as it often in- 
jures the turtle to such an extent as to de- 
crease its market value. 


In the breeding season tho female turtle 


crawls upon the beach, selects a warm, 
sandy spot, digs a hole with her flippers, 
and depobitu her eggs to bo hatched by tho 
warmth of the sun. 
Sometimes before 


reaching the water she is caught, turned 
over on her back, thus rendering her com- 
pletely helpless, aud dispatched at leisure. 
It is no unusual thing for a turtle to lay as 
many as 1£» eggs, although from CO to 100 
eggs is a more usual "lay." 


The method usually adopted for catching 


turtles is by the "gill net." The size of 
mesh employed ia about 11 inches. 
The 


nets are from 50 to 100 fathoms long, and 
extend ftom the surface of tho water to tho 
bottom. A turtle while swimming around 
in the water comes in contact with a net 
and thrusts its head through one of the 
meshes. Not noticing the obstruction, it 
attempts to continue its course, and iu u 
short tune one flipper and then the other 
are en tangled, and the reptile is unable to 
extricate itself. If the fisherman is near his 
net he knows by the movement of the 
corks on the surface that the turtle ia 
caught, aud he hastens to row up and se- 
cure it. 


Turl les are kept alive in a pen or "crawl," 


and fed on fish aud turtle crass until 
ready for shipment by steamer to New- 
York. The "crawl" is an inclosure about 
50 feet long by 25 feet wide, surrounded by 
piles driven closely together and covered 
above with boards. 
It is usually con- 


structed near the shore in water 5 or 0 feet 
deep. A crune or derrick is used for hoist- 
ing the turtles.—Cor. New York Times.

and Taking a Chill—Prompt Bemedlei 
prevent a Cold—Quinine the Dent, Bat 
it Should Nat Be Taken Eegnlurly. 


Tho old legend says that Constantino 


was converted to Christianity by the ap- 
pearance of a flaming cross in the sky at 
noonday, with the motto, "In hoc signo 
vinces." 


If it would be a means of converting the 


world, or even a part of the world, to more 
prudence and common sense, I would 
very much like to pre-empt a section of 
"the spacious firmament on high," some 
dark night in the fall, and there blazon 
foivh in grand illumination the sign of a 
pair of overshoes, with the words, "Keep 
your feet dry." 


As a people we care too much for the 


neat, shapely foot, and to attain that end 
we wear shoes entirely too thin. The effect 
of this custom is twofold. It breeds an im- 
mense amount of misery in the way of 
"coughs, 
colds, 
hoarseness 
and 
sore 


throats," influenza, catarrh, neuralgia, 
rheumatism, etc., not to mention that 
swift slayer, pneumonia, and second, its 
effect is to help fatten the doctor's pocket- 
book, 
j 


I am not writing an advertisement for 


the manufacturers of overshoes, but at the 
same time this article of apparel is too 
much neglected. To be sure, with the ut- 
most care, exposure is sometimes unavoid- 
able. It so often happens that the over- 
shoes and overcoat and umbrella are in 
exactly the wrong place when the storm 
comes, but in case of these exposures much 
of the misery which is apt to follow might 
be avoided by a little extra care after we 
reach home. 


ABOUT WET FEET. 


In the case of wet feet ami a general 


soaking, when you feel the attack of cold 
creeping over you, on reaching home take 
off your wet clothes, take a hot batli and 
give yourself a thorough rubbing. In ex- 
treme cases put mustard in the water, or 
follow up the bath with a thorough rub- 
bing with water arid alcohol mixed half 
and half. 


If you feel that you have taken cold, es- 


pecially if it bo at night, take a good, thor- 
ough drink of hot Iraneset tea, and go to 
bed and cover yourself up warm. It may 
possibly cost you the evening, but it pays 
in the end, and you will be ready to ac- 
knowledge it the next day. The hard rub- 
bing especially is essential, as it is almost 
sure to prevent that soreness and aching of 
the bones the next morning. 


One of the most frequent effects of ex- 


posure to cold and wet is cold in the bead. 
If taken in time this is easily avoided by a 
heroic dose of quinine. Don't make the 
mistake ol taking quinine in small doses, 
two or three grains at intervals. If you 
wish to cure a cold with quinine, take one 
large done, and only one. In the case of an 
ordinarily strong adult I would not hesi- 
tate to give twelve grains at one dose. 
Take it on going to bed at night, and you 
will sleep through all the buzzing in the 
head, anil the general uncomfortable feel- 
ing that attends the taking of it in the day- 
time. 


cumso COLDS. 


If the cold is deeper eet and affects the 


throat and bronchials the most effective 
remedy I can advise is as follows: Mix to- 
gether an ounce of granulated muriate of 
ammonia and half an ounce of powdered 
cubebs. Put a teaspnnnful of this mixture 
in a bowl and pour on about half a pint o£ 
hot water. Stir it up well ni.d then let it 
settle. 
I'e^in taking this while it is hot, a 


swallow every half hour, and continue tak- 
ing (even after it is cold) for several hours. 


In the case of all colds it is very impor- 


tant that the bowels be kept open. Any 
gentle laxative can bo used, preferably 
compound licorice powder. 


If all colds made themselves manifest in 


the same way it would lie acomparatively 
easy mutter- to treat them; but no two 
colds act iu t lie same way, and no two peo- 
ple are unvoted in exactly the same way. 
Decidedly the cold that is especially disa- 
greeable is the one that shows itself iu a 
feverish condition—the hot, tight head- 
ache and the dry, hot, creeping sensation 
of the skin. 


Where these symptoms occur, if it is 


poesible for you to keep yourself indoors 
and out of drifts and so on, tincture of 
aconite will remove the disagreeable con- 
ditions. I ath ise the homoeopathic tinct- 
ure of aconite. Add ten drops to half a 
glassful of water, and take a mouthful 
every half hour until the sensation of dry- 
ness of the skin has passed away. The 
effect of aconite is to open the pores, and 
too much c.ire cannot be used to avoid ex- 
posure to drafts and the consequent taking 
of more cold. 


cn;E FOI: EARACHE. 


In the c.iscnf children earache is an espe 


cially di*fi,'i;ree:il>le ed'ect of exposure, and 


I is easily cni'etl by a very simple remedy. 


Take a Int of cotton, soak it in sweet oil or 
glycerine, sprinkle black pepper over it, 
insert it in the ear and keep the child in 
where it is warm for a few hours and the 
trouble will soon be over: Another old 
fashioned but excellent remedy for earache 
is to boil an onion, remove the outer layers 
until only the little smooth core of the 
onion remains, and insert it In the oi»r <u 
warm MS the child can bear it. 


And just here let me say that earache, 


sore throat, toothache in a great many 
cases, faceache, might be avoided if people 
would make a practice of bathing in the 
morning alnays in cold water, not an 
apology for a wash, but with plenty of 
water, and rub thoroughly the neck and 
well back of the ears, besides the face. 
This practice is especially valuable for wo- 
men and children, who on account of their 
staging in the house so much are more sus- 
ceptible to winds and cold weather when 
they do yo out. 


In the case of toothache, of course, the 


best advice 1 can give you is to have your 
-teeth attended to by a dentist, but where 
for any reason this advice is not heeded let 
me recommend in the case of a tooth ach- 
ing which has a hole in it, fill the cavity 
with common baking soda. Where the 
toothache is the direct attendant upon a 
cold the aconite as advised above will 
usually remove the prime cause.—Laury 
McIIt'iiry in New York World.

An iron ball 
on the end gives a perfect balance, and al- 
though the weapon seems too massive for 
service, yet so admirable is the balance 
that it can be swung round aud round 
with no difficulty at 'all.—Philadelphia 
Times.
